Pre-License Reform Applications 

House Bill 1845 of the 2021 General Assembly session delayed the effective date of the 2020 alcoholic 

beverage control license and fee reform from July 1, 2021 to January 1, 2022.  Individuals or entities 

interested in applying for a day spa license, meal assembly kitchen license, canal boat operator license, 

art instruction studio license, co-working establishment license, or bespoke clothier license may apply for 

one of these licenses up until December 31, 2021; however, any application received without adequate 

time for processing shall be withdrawn or converted to an application for a marketplace license (§ 4.1-

206.3 E) at the applicant’s expense.
